The (? Rumanian ?) General Staff con- 
firms the number of English and American planes in 
Europe in your wire. However, we don 8 t believe that 
they have any basis for their opinion. 

According to a "Ne” Intelligence in 
English, 30 telegraphic addresses of the American 
Array to the British Isles have been confirmed since 
October and American forces there have been increased. 

Moreover, telegraphic communications of 
English troops between the British Isles and Cairo 
have- taken a sharp rise since the early part of October 
However, if you judge the situation by telegraphic 
communications, the American, Canadian and Australian 
units which left England (the size and types of units 
are not clear) are practically the same as those who 
later arrived in England. Unfortunately, the number 
of airplanes is not clear.
